They Dance to the Piper 


OW AND THEN the mellifluous tones of a Roman 

Catholic pied piper charm the ears of some 
gullible Protestants who, while wearing the label, 
fall easy prey to the seductive strains of a foreign 
ideology and unconsciously become religious quis- 
lings. 

Into this category strides Dr. Reinhold Niebuhr 
of New York’s Union Theological Seminary, who 
more than once has allowed himself to be thus se- 
duced and has readily fallen for the Roman 
Church’s piteous self-portrait titled “The Innocent 
Victim of Protestant Bigotry.” 

Can Dr. Niebuhr have forgotten history whose 
annals fairly reek with the record of Rome’s in- 
tolerance with regard to freedom of conscience? 
Can he be totally blind to the brutality of today’s 
inquisitors toward the followers of Christ in coun- 
tries such as Spain and Colombia? If not, how could 
he allow the Protestant magazine Christianity and 
Crisis, whose editorial board he heads, to accuse 
Protestants and Other Americans United of “in- 
adequacy in coping with the presence of Catholi- 
cism in American life’? How could he with clear 
conscience play so easily into the hands of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, which is seeking by every 
means possible to capture positions of special privi- 
lege in this country and resents any opposition in 
the area of Church-State relations? 

One Roman Catholic publication which seized 
upon the article avidly, in an attempt to draw the 
spotlight away from the Martin Luther TV debacle 
in Chicago, was Jesuit America (April 13, 1957). 
The following paragraph, which America used to 
good advantage, would certainly seem to remove 
Dr. Niebuhr from the company of loyal Protestants 
since his sympathies belie his affiliations. Writing 
of POAU’s concern with the Church-State issue, 
the article says:

“Most of these forays have excited either the 
concern or the scorn of Roman Catholics, and many 
more of them should have excited the concern and 
scorn of Protestants. The most recent action of 
PAOU [suggesting that TV licenses be denied two 
Jesuit institutions on the grounds of alien control] 
makes clear that it is undeserving of Protestant 
support and that its tactics should be repudiated.” 

It is evident that Dr. Niebuhr wants no area of 
friction between Roman Catholics and Protestants, 
even if he must compromise Protestant principles 
and alienate defenders of freedom such as POAU 
to avoid tensions and conflicts. It is nothing to him 
that the Martin Luther film was banned in Chicago 
by Roman Catholics, in a country that guarantees 
freedom of expression. It is nothing to him that 
an increasing number of American citizens owe 
allegiance to someone “above and beyond the United 
States of America.” He can sense only that the 
issue is unpleasant and that the best way to dis- 
pense with it is “for American Protestants not only 
to repudiate such shallow revenge action [suggest- 
ed by POAU], but also to disassociate themselves in 
large numbers from an organization so ill-equipped 
to speak in their name.” 


UNHOLY COURTSHIP 


Another case for concern is the recent courtship 
between the University of Southern California, a 
Methodist institution, and Los Angeles’ Cardinal 
McIntyre, archenemy of the American public 
school system. The report is found in the columns 
of the Roman Catholic paper The Tablet (June 29, 
1957) : 

“The Cardinal delivered the baccalaureate ad- 
dress at the U.S.C. commencement exercises and 
at the graduation ceremony was awarded an honor- 
ary doctorate of laws. 

“President Fred D. Fagg, Jr., in conferring the 
degree, said it ‘attests your new relationship to a 
university which is proud to acknowledge the part- 
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nership between education and religion and to de- 
clare its respect for your long and outstanding 
services to the Los Angeles community...’ ” 
One can only surmise what Wesley would say 
were he to witness this unholy alliance between the 
Roman hierarchy which he denounced and the 
Methodist denomination which he fathered. 


CONDITIONED FOR AMERICANISM 


On the brighter side, Ameriean Protestantism 
is gratified with the fulfillment of a great hope that 
has come to reality: the founding of the School of 
International Service at the sixty-four-year-old 
Methodist American University in Washington, 
D.C. Last year the Methodist conference voted one 
million dollars toward the establishment of this 
school, which, in the words of Methodist Bishop 
G. Bromley Oxnam, will train men and women for 
the “foreign service of Government in the atmos- 
phere of Protestant freedom, and condition them 
favorably to the free way of life.” 

The ground was broken on June 9 of this year, 
and on that occasion Bishop Oxnam, referring to 
Georgetown’s School of Foreign Service conducted 
by the Jesuit Order, made the following pertinent 
remarks: 

“It is natural, perhaps even proper, that students 
trained by Jesuits in a Jesuit institution should 
graduate conditioned favorably to Vatican world 
policy. For us this conditioning raises serious ques- 
tions from the standpoint of the maintenance of 
democracy.” 

Because of this rather obvious factor, which the 
Jesuits term “gross effrontery” (America, June 
22, 1957), the need for a non-Catholic institution of 
this sort has long existed. 

President Eisenhower, who had consented to 
break ground for the new school, stated in his ad- 
dress: “In the great foreign service of the United 
States we do not recognize race, color or creed— 
only merit.” Would that it might always be so! 


Sweet Land of Liberty 


Wwmet HAS BROUGHT deep concern to the Roman 

Catholic hierarchy is the fact that Latin 
American students no longer follow the dictates of 
the hierarchy nor the instructions of the priests, 
especially when they find themselves in an atmos- 
phere of freedom and democracy. 

This is brought to light in a Catholic newspaper 
report featuring the findings of the Latin American 
Bishops’ Council. (See The Tablet, July 13, 1957) 
According to this report, “out of 10,000 Latin 
American students studying in the U. S. in 1956, 
only five per cent were enrolled in Catholic insti- 
tutions . . . Some students enroll in non-Catholic 
schools through ignorance. Some do so deliberately 
to escape moral restraint.” 

The hierarchy blames the parents, who, unfortu- 
nately, “pay little or no attention to the danger 
to their children’s faith and morals in a new envi- 
ronment so full of pitfalls.” The loss of these stu- 


dents to the Roman Catholic Church, contin 2 | 


the report, is further aggravated by the fact 


“there are many Catholic universities in the United 


States which are not able to give training in highly 
specialized branches of study. Latin American 
therefore must sometimes go to non-Catholic 
schools to get the kind of training they need.” 


THE REALITY OF FREEDOM 


We venture to say that the real reason for this 
loss goes much deeper than the Latin Ameri 
bishops would care to admit. The Latin Americap 
student, accustomed to living under the author. 
tarian and often despotic rule of the Roman Cath 
olic system, sees for the first time when he come 
to America that democracy really exists, that the 
American way of life is based upon respect for the 
individual, that freedom of expression is a reality, 
that opportunities for success are open to anyone 
willing to work for it, that there are no privileged 
castes, and that no particular class of individuals 
is destined to rule over another group marked for 
servitude. 

The preamble to the Constitution conquers his 
heart. Comparing the American system of demo 
cratic life with the tattered, crippled heritage that 
Rome has left in his own continent, he decides in 
favor of democracy and turns his back on the in- 
stitutions of his forefathers. Thus he alienates him. 
self from the Roman Catholic Church, which i 
principle and practice is the antithesis of Protes. 
tantism. 

... And all this in a country whose “new en 
vironment is so full of pitfalls” for the hapless stu 
dent seeking a better, broader way of life! 


“By Their Fruits Ye Shall Know Them” 


HEN MADAME ROLAND stood upon the guillotine 

in what afterwards became the Place dela 

Concorde in Paris, she looked at the statue of 

Liberty standing where the Egyptian Obelisk was 
later erected and exclaimed, 

“Oh, Liberty, how many crimes have been com- 
mitted in thy name!” 

Then the axe fell, and in the shadow of a great 
statue another strange act was perpetrated. But 
while the heedless guillotine rose and fell until its 
mocking rhythm no longer stirred the blood of cruel 
men, those words have echoed down the years with 
increasing irony. 

And yet Liberty is as glorious and priceless 4% 
she ever was and as much to be sought after and 
fought for. All the crimes of history committed im 
her name cannot dim the light she holds aloft nor 
tarnish the name for which valiant men have lived 
and died. 

True liberty has ever rested in the concept of 
true Christianity, and by the same token, many 
crimes have been registered under the cloak of 
Christianity. There are men and women today who 
use Christianity as a mere facade for achieving rf 
spectability and social prestige. There are thow 
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“"T’HE NAME of Dr. Thomas 

Courret became very well 
known in evangelical circles. 
The fact that Dr. Courret had 
been a Franciscan monk for 
twenty-five years and was con- 
verted on the 28th of Septem- 
ber, 1953, in Glendale, Cali- 
fornia, after hearing the 
message of the gospel from the 
lips of Dr. Walter M. Montajio, 
contributed toward making him well known in 
all parts of Central America.” 

Thus begins a report of the termination of Dr. 
Thomas Courret’s ministry occasioned by his 
untimely death last May 7. The details were 
recorded in the evangelical magazine published 
in Nicaragua by the Central American Mission. 

Up to the time of his last brief illness, Dr. 
Courret was engaged in evangelistic campaigns 
throughout Central America. His meetings were 
sponsored by the ministerial associations of the 
countries he visited. Everywhere he went, mis- 
sionaries, ministers and believers were united 
in praising God for his faithful and blessed min- 
istry. While the Editor was in Central America 
last January conducting an evangelistic cam- 
paign, he received the most encouraging reports 
about Dr. Courret and the scores of Latin Ameri- 
can people who were being converted through 
his instrumentality. 

It therefore came as a distinct shock to learn 
of his sudden passing. The following details were 
contained in a letter received shortly thereafter 
from a missionary of the Central American 
Mission: 





who would walk with Jesus just to be seen in His 
@mpany, without evidencing the slightest desire 
to conform their lives to His teachings. There are 
those who, in order to prosper in business, find it 
very convenient to take membership in a Chris- 
tian church. There are those who would use religion

But though “man looketh on the outward appear- 
ace .. . the Lord looketh on the heart.” (I Sam. 
16:7) God cannot be mocked, for “whatsoever a 
Man soweth, that shall he also reap.” (Gal. 6:7) 
Though a man may deceive his fellows under the 
fiise of Christianity, sooner or later his mask is 
torn off and he is revealed to be what he truly is: 
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Iu Memoriam --- Br. Thomas Courret 


“He had conducted a week of meetings here in 
the capital [Managua, Nicaragua], preaching 
his last sermon on Sunday night, May 5th. He 
wasn’t feeling well then, but somehow managed 
to give a short message. Monday morning he was 
taken to the Baptist Hospital, and died the next 
day at noon, of what the doctors called pernicious 
fever. His funeral was held here in Managua on 
Wednesday. The Consul of Peru attended, and 
seemed deeply moved as he listened to Dr. Cour- 
ret’s voice on the tape recorder at the close of the 
funeral service. The recorded message was taken 
down just one week before Dr. Courret’s death, 
and he spoke that night on ‘Death.’ There was 
opportunity to witness to the Peruvian Consul 
later, as we conversed together at the cemetery.” 


In the three years and eight months of his 
ministry since his conversion, Dr. Courret had 
been used among the Spanish-speaking people in 
California, Mexico, and Central America. When 
he left the Franciscan monastery in Peru in 
1953, relinquishing his titled position as Guard- 
ian of the Order, the evangelical missionaries 
helped him and sent him to Christ’s Mission, 
which had the privilege of helping him spiritual- 
ly and materially. He found a shelter at our 
Glendale home, and the long months of Bible 
study under the guidance of the Editor prepared 
him for a faithful ministry. 


We know that though our brother Dr. Courret 
is now in the presence of the Lord, the seed he 
was able to sow will continue to bring forth fruit. 
Let us pray that someone may come now to take 
his place in the needed ministry of preaching 
the gospel to the people of Latin America. 


“wretched, and miserable, and poor, and blind, and 
naked.” (Rev. 3:17) And unless he repents, his 
sentence is as sure as it is pathetic: “The wages 
of sin is death.” (Rom. 6:23) 


**READY FOR EITHER” 


But do man’s evil actions and self-interest in- 
validate the power of the gospel? Does man’s 
stubborn sickness render the doctor and his medi- 
cines of no use? No; all the insincerity of mankind, 
all the deception, all the sham, cannot nullify the 
gospel of Christ or make true Christian living any 
less desirable. 

The Bible teaches that the ways of natural man 
are corrupt. (Gen. 6:12; Ezek. 16:47; Jude 10); 
that he is crooked, perverse and wicked (Isa. 59:8; 
Prov. 19:3; Ps. 1:1); that his way of dealing is 
pernicious (II Pet. 2:2) ; and finally that his ways 
lead him to a miserable destruction (Rom. 3:16). 


It is said that Redwald, the ancient king of East 
Anglia, when he accepted Christianity kept two 
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altars, one to the God of the Christians, the other 
to Woden, a Saxon idol; he was afraid of the false, 
imaginary god he had so long worshiped. Others 
say he had a picture of God on one side of his 
shield and of Satan on the other, with the legend 
beneath, Paratus ad utrum—‘Ready for either.” 

“Fish sometimes leap out of the water with great 
energy,” said Spurgeon, “but it would be foolish 
to conclude that they have left the liquid element 
forever; in a moment they are swimming again as 
if they have never forsaken the stream; indeed it 
was but a fly that tempted them aloft, or a sudden 
freak; the water is still their home, sweet home. 
When we see long accustomed sinners making a 
sudden leap at religion, we may not make too sure 
that they are converts; perhaps some gain allures 
them, or sudden excitement stirs them, and if so 
they will be back again at their old sins.” 

“By their fruits ye shall know them.” This is 
the required certificate of Christian profession. 
Conversion stamps a definite mark on the in- 
dividual. 


A HIGH CALLING 


Jacob, after years of wandering, trying to re- 
construct his life and secure prosperity upon a de- 
ception, came to realize that this was not the way 
to success and happiness and that such methods 
only bring suffering and fear. He had to find him- 
self by finding God. The night he fought with the 
angel of the Lord was a night of decision: there 
would be no more devious dealings or false hopes 
or unhealthy ambitions ; no more doublemindedness 
or crooked paths.

As a Christian he walks in the 
light, in fellowship with true believers. (I John 
1:6, 7) The old things are no more.

Religious Controversy in Great Britain 


A controversy with a few odd 
twists is being waged in Britain 
between the bishops of the Angli- 
can and the Roman Catholic 
Churches. A dispatch to the New 
York Times dated May 28 quotes 
Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, Archbishop 
of Canterbury, as saying at a 
diocesan conference: 

“There is a lot of direct hostili- 
ty to the Church [of England] 
led, I am sorry to say, by the Ro- 
man Catholics in this country. 

“The Roman Catholic Church 
in Britain is waging an open war 
against the Church of England, 
unlike its friendly counterparts on 
the Continent.” 

The Anglican hierarchy is par- 
ticularly concerned over the open 
campaign for conversions being 
waged by the Roman Church, 
which claims about 14,000 conver- 
sions a year in the last two years. 
Roman Catholics are accused of 
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furthering a policy of “complete 
apartheid,” even to the point of 
refraining from joining in the 
Lord’s Prayer with Anglicans at 
occasions such as anti-Communist 
rallies. 

Several weeks prior to the out- 
break of “open hostilities,” the 
Bishop of Chester, Dr. Gerald A. 
Ellison, had asserted that “sub- 
mission to the Pope” would con- 
stitute “a total renunciation and 
detestation of all that has been 
previously known of Christ’s 
Church.” 

The Roman Church does not 
deny its intentions. In a retort to 
Dr. Ellison, the Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Bristol, Dr. Joseph E. 
Rudderham, asserted: “Our aim 
is to capture the souls of those 
who belong to those in heresy. 
Our aim is the conversion of 
every single man, woman and 
child in this country.” 


To cap the climax and adda 
most unexpected, if not astonish- 
ing, note, an Associated Press dis- 
patch also issued May 28 quotes 
the Archbishop of Canterbury as 
telling the diocesan conference 
that he would “like to see the 
churches of England, Scotland, 
the United States and any other 
churches bound together in one 
body . . . If the Pope would like 
to come in as chairman of a joint 
council of churches we should all 
welcome him.” 

In response to later queries of 
reporters for amplification of the 
statement, one of Dr. Fisher's 
chaplains said; “It was an official 
statement, not a casual remark 
or trivial comment.” 

The secretary of the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop summed up 
the matter very neatly: “We find 
the Archbishop of Canterbury's 
remarks quite astonishing.” 
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HERE ARE CERTAIN MUSTS IN 

the life of man if life is 
sustained and nurtured. Man 
must have food; he must have 
rest and sleep and oxygen, lest he 
perish. But these “musts” are on 
the physical level. Man is more 
than a body; he is created in the 
image of God. Man is spirit, as 
God is spirit. And this adds an- 
dther dimension to life and an- 
ither ‘““must”: man must be loved 
... and man must love. Psycholo- 
gist and theologian agree that 
man was made for love. God has 
created us to be loved and to love, 
and God has provided that love in 
Himself. ““God is love!”

Every cell in his body cries out 
for water. He sees a mirage in 
the distance, a sparkling lake 
bordered with trees. Hopefully, 
excitedly, he staggers toward the 
Water, which isn’t there, and in 
a agony he sees it suddenly van- 
ish. Just as man must have water 
live, so he must have love. Man 
las been created for love, and 
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“As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved you.” 


GOD is LOVE!

that love is to be found in God 
Himself. 

“O God,” said St. Augustine, 
“Thou has made us for Thyself, 
and man is restless until he rests 
in Thee.” One of the most im- 
portant discoveries in life, next to 
God Himself, is that God the 
Heavenly Father, the Creator of 
the Universe, loves me. Yet in 
America there are millions who 
do not know that God loves them. 
The Prodigal would never have 
gone into the far country if he 
had known the love of the Father 
for him. And in the far country 
he would not have remained with 
the pigs so long before turning 
back home if he had only known 
the Father’s love. 

The elder brother at home 
sinned in lovelessness. He had 
neither welcome nor forgiveness 
for his brother, nor understand- 
ing for his Father. He was full of 
criticism and bitterness. “Lo, 
these many years do I serve thee, 
neither transgressed I at any time 
thy commandment; and yet thou 
never gavest me a kid, that I

might make merry with my 
friends: but as soon as this thy 
son was come, which hath de- 
voured thy living with harlots, 
thou hast killed for him the fatted 
calf.” 

He finds fault with his Father’s 
generosity in forgiving and ban- 
queting this no-good son. He is 
full of condemnation and loveless- 
ness. Some people are like that, 
and sometimes we find them in 
the church. God may be working 
in a wonderful way; there may 
be a hundred reasons to praise 
God and thank Him for the 
church and the many kind and 
devoted people in the church, but 
these are blind to it all. They only 
see something to criticize. Not 
knowing the love of God, they do 
not possess the love of God. 


LOVE IS ARTICULATE 


In the second place, this love of 
God is a revelation that must 
come down from God to us, or we 
would never know of it. Man’s 
wisdom alone has never discover- 
ed God’s love. And when we turn 
to nature we do not find His love 
there. One fish devours another 
fish, one bird preys on another 
bird, one animal in the forest kills 
another. Nor do anthropology and 
history teach that God is love. 
The greatest acts of cruelty are 
not found in the jungle, but in 
man. Man’s insufferable brutality 
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and inhumanity to man too often 
overshadows his acts of kindness 
and love. 

But love is always articulate; 
love cannot remain long in hid- 
ing; love will out. A little boy or 
girl in school hands a note to the 
teacher, “I love you,” or brings a 
big red apple which whispers the 
same endearing words. And what 
mother or father is not thrilled 
when Billy or Nancy runs up with 
a big hug and says, “Daddy, 
Mommie, I love you.” From the 
time of Adam to our day, there 
has never been an example in hu- 
man experience of a man who fell 
in love with a woman, who did 
not someway, somehow, tell her, 
“TI love you.” 

Love is articulate, and must 
come out of hiding. God so loved 
that he spoke to the whole world 
in words of thunder and letters 
of flame on the cross of Jesus 
Christ. “Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down 
his life for his friends.” 

But on the cross a Man lays 
down His life for His enemies as 
well. “Father, forgive them,” He 
prays. “Those who drove the nails 
in My hands and feet, and spit 
in My face, and pressed the thorns 
into My brow. The soldier who 
thrust the spear through My 
heart. There is a closer way, a 
better way to my heart than that! 
—Father, forgive them.” Greater 
love hath no man and no God than 
this! 


WHY AM I HERE? 


Both in creation and in redemp- 


tion the motivating force is love, 
God’s love which cannot dwell in 
isolation. Love must love, and 
love must have an object of love. 
God created man that He might 
love man as a son. It is strange 
how many people have no answer 
to the question, ‘““Why am I in this 
world? Why has God given me life 
and personality? Just why am I 
here?” 

People haven’t distinguished 
themselves by using their brains 
when it comes to religion and God. 
That is why we have religions 
two thousand years old, or two 
hundred years old, based on myth 
and falsehood which go on from 
generation to generation as a 
“hand-me-down” which men in- 
herit without thinking and with- 
out investigation. 

How many men have their reli- 
gion in their wife’s name or in 
reality have no faith which they 
can call their own. “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
mind”—yet men often use their 
brains for everything else, save 
the reason God gave us brains. 
God trusted us with a mind that 
we might discover Him in the 
revelation of Himself in Jesus 
Christ, in the Scriptures, and in 
nature. 


CREATED FOR 
COMPANIONSHIP AND LOVE 


Love must love, and that is why 
God has created us. “If we walk 
in the light as He [God] is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with 
another.” God has created us for 
companionship and love. The 
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greatest joy of Heaven and eart 


is fellowship with the living God, 
God has redeemed us and pur 
chased us unto Himself for fellow. 


ship with Him. We have become 
his precious possession that He 
might lavish His love upon us for 
an eternity. Therein lies an un. 
answerable argument for immor. 
tality, because God’s love is nota 
70 year love or an 80 year love— 
it is eternal. 

There is the story you may 
have heard of a little boy who 
spent several weeks building q 
boat. He carved it out of a single 
piece of redwood, sanded it, shel. 
lacked and painted it, and made 
a lovely blue sail for it. He took 
his boat down to the river to sail, 
and the wind carried it away 
from him. He returned home, 
broken-hearted; he had lost his 
boat. 

A few weeks later he saw his 
boat in the window of a hobby 
shop. 

There it was—his boat. He 
went in and explained to the shop- 
keeper: 

“That is my boat. I made it, I 
lost it.” 

And the man said, “I can’t help 
it, sonny; I paid good money for 
that boat, and you’ll have to pay 
the price.” It seemed a fabulous 
price to a small boy. He went 
home and thought about it, and 
finally took his savings and 
returned to buy his boat back 
again. 

Now it was his! He tucked it 
under his arm and as he left the 
store, he said to his treasure: “I 
made you, and you were mine— 
and now I’ve bought you and 
you’re mine again.” 

This is what God has done in 
Christ. Love sent Christ to Cal 
vary’s cross. By a mighty revela- 
tion in history, God has acted out 
his love toward us “in that while 
we were yet sinners (and in re 
bellion against God) Christ died 
for us.” God our Father created 
us for Himself and then at a fabu- 
lous price bought us and redeem- 
ed us, and we belong to Him! 


PERSONAL OR 
PANTHEISTIC GOD? 


If God is love, then God is & 
personal God. God has personality 
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and being. God knows and feels 
and wills; God loves and forgives 
and heals. Half of America 
doesn’t know this and doesn’t be- 
lieve this. Listen to a naturalist as 
he lectures on the wonders of na- 
ture. In many ways the insects 
and the birds are wiser than man 
for they can do things that man 
could never do. They have a sixth 
sense which we call instinct. Just 
what is instinct and where does 
it come from? Nature? Or God? A 
living, thinking, all-seeing, loving 
God who is a person? 

Too many believe that nature 
has endowed the creatures of 
earth and sea with these mysteri- 
ous gifts and instincts. This is 
pantheism! “God is all and all is 
God; God is love and love is God. 
Nature is God and God is nature.” 
It is much more comfortable and 
pleasant to have a God who isn’t 
a personal God, for if God is a 
personal God, then I am person- 
ally answerable to Him and must 
come to terms with Him. I have to 
make a commitment to Him. But 
I want to be my own God and run 
my own life. I don’t want God 
interfering. Too many take this 
attitude. 

I have talked to many men 
whose religion was in the name 
of their wives. The children and 
the wife attend church, but the 
husband is too busy for God. Sun- 
day is the only day he has for 
himself. 

But he insists: “I believe in a 
supreme being, and I believe in 
all churches and in religion.” But 
soon I discover as we talk that he 
doesn’t believe in a Supreme 
“Being” at all but rather in a 
pantheistic God who has no 
“being.”” His God is an “overall- 
ness,” some creative Principle in 
the world. It is something like 
intelligence, but it is not rooted in 
personality; it is something like 
gravity or force, but it is not a 
personal God. His supreme being 
makes no demands on his life. He 
can go on living in utter self- 
centeredness and sin and believe 
in this so-called supreme being. 

But the God that Jesus Christ 
reveals is a personal God, a God 
who loves, who feels and sympa- 
thizes and wills. He is the Su- 
preme Being who is like a father 
in His concern for us and His de- 
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sire to help us. He is One who 
came to seek and to save the lost, 
and no pantheistic God can do 
that. The Christian God is a God 
with whom we have fellowship 
and companionship. We can love 
this God for He is just like Jesus 
Christ. 


CHRIST REVEALED 
THE FATHER 


“He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father.” 


Jesus Christ has destroyed all 
illusions of God in the abstract 
and of God at-a-distance. He has 
brought God close to each of us. 
Dr. Ralph W. Sockman tells the 
story of a daddy who went over- 
seas, and while he was away, 
a baby boy was born. But he was 
one of the three hundred thousand 
daddies who did not come back 
from the war. As the little boy 
was growing up, his mother 
would tell him about his brave 
soldier daddy and show him his 
picture, and read the letter to him 
that daddy wrote when his little 
namesake was born. But the 
child didn’t seem to understand; 
his daddy just didn’t live for him 
in his thinking. 

One day his father’s own 
brother came for a visit. It was 
the first time the little boy had 
seen his Uncle Bill, a very warm 
and outgoing young man. He lov- 
ed children and he went out of his 
way to be nice to his little 
nephew. Several days passed. 
Then one afternoon the boy came 
running in to the house and said, 

“Mommie, was my Daddy like 
Uncle Bill?” 

“Yes, dear,” she said. “Your 
father was very much like your 
Uncle Bill. He laughed like him— 
he even looked like him; he was 
tall and had broad shoulders like 
Uncle Bill.” 

Then it was that the little boy’s 
father became real to him. 

It takes personality to reveal 
personality. That is what has 
happened in Jesus Christ. We can 
love a God like that, a God who 
is love. “I believe in God the 
Father Almighty”’—a personal 
God, and that belief demands a 
personal response and a life com- 
mitment. 

“Oh God, thou hast made us for 





Thyself,” and man is restless and 
joyless—he is out of his element, 
his life lacks meaning—until he is 
in fellowship with Thee. This love 
of which we are speaking has two 
hands: the hand of God reaching 
down and the hand of man reach- 
ing up. The love of God is like the 
two faces of a coin: the coin of the 
Kingdom is to love God with all 
the heart and “thy neighbor as 
thyself”—for when we love God, 
then we begin loving one another. 
There’s always enough love left 
over for the whole world, if we 
love God with all the heart. 


TO LOVE IS TO FORGIVE 


This love of God is a forgiving, 
redeeming love. “This is my blood 
of the covenant which is poured 
out for many for the forgiveness 
of sins.” It was Dr. Albert 
Schweitzer who said the good con- 
science is an invention of the 
devil, for it often produces the 
self-righteous person; the person 
who feels he is all he ought to be; 
the Satanic seduction “I don’t 
need a Saviour.” We are all sin- 
ners. We need God and we need to 
know his redeeming love in 
Christ. 


At Easter I visited the three- 
and four and five-year-olds in our 
church school. The little girls 
looked like a flower garden in 
their little fluffy dresses with 
their bonnets and socks to match. 
There was the pale blue of the 
robin’s egg; the yellow of the daf- 
fodil; the pink and red of the 
rose and the camellia. They were 
as fresh and clean and lovely as 
the sunshine. And the little boys 
were all scrubbed and shining. 
They were as clean as the white 
birch tree after a rain. Their hair 
was slicked back just like daddy’s 
and all of them were wearing 
their best smile. 

Our Lord was asked: “Who is 
the greatest in the Kingdom of 
Heaven?” He set a little child in 
their midst, saying, “Unless you 
turn and become like children—as 
fresh and clean and trusting as 
the little child—you will never 
enter the Kingdom of Heaven.” 
Children forgive and forget. 
Would that we might forgive as 
honestly as the little child and

festo of ten years ago signed by 
Newton, Dawson, Morrison, Mag. 

The very next 
day, May 21, the Rev. Dr. Gansg 
Little urged the Presbyterian 
Church to “resist by every demo. 
cratic means at its disposal sup 
port of a parochial school to any 
degree whatsoever by public 
funds.” 

Dr. Little also described paro. 
chial education as “‘a kind of fore. 
ed feeding of religious dogma,” 
and likened it to “the Madison 
Avenue school of mass psychok 
ogy prophets, who announce their 
conviction that properly spaced 
injections of propaganda ip 
proper dosage in a properly iso- 
lated audience will induce desired 
response every single time. .., 
This is a denial of personality, a 
denial of the truth. This is a kind 
of brain-washing which is foreign 
to Christian education. This is a 
perversion of the spirit in which 
God offers himself to men in Jesus 
Christ,” he said. 

“If this trend of parochial 
school expansion continues,” stat- 
ed Dr. Little, “we cannot hope to 
keep our public school system 
from becoming second rate.” 

Dr. Little also assailed the 
charge that public schools are 
Godless, and urged a bold new 
program between the home and 
church for the making of effec- 
tive Christian discipleship. 

These courageous statements 
were not those of a bigot, but of 
Dr. Little, the president of the 
Presbyterian Board of Christian 
Education, a board and a church 
not given to rash or reckless 
official pronouncements. 


Y OWN CHURCH HAS INDICATED 

fresh concern for religious 
liberty. One of its major commis- 
sions, meeting in Atlantic City, 
charged and condemned Roman 
Catholics for trying to remove 
Protestant religious views 
from Methodist-controlled col- 
leges where some Catholics at 
tend. The Methodist Council of 
Bishops has endorsed POAU’s 
stand on church-state separation. 
The National Council of Churches 
meeting in Williamsburg, Vit- 
ginia, boldly proclaimed its oppo 
sition to tax support for parochial 
schools. Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
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of Churches, has pointed out 
abuses in the tax exemption of 
church-related interests. The Na- 
tional Evangelical Association’s 
yoice has been heard. Dr. C. 
Emanuel Carlson, Director, Bap- 
tist Joint Committee on Public 
Affairs, continues to exercise re- 
markable leadership in this area. 

Scores of books have been 
written within the last ten 
years on church-state separation. 
Thousands of churches and fra- 
ternal groups have written, spok- 
en, studied church-state separa- 
tion. Organized groups in every 
state now voice their convictions 
on the First Amendment. Two 
million copies of “The Growing 
Struggle” which appeared first in 
Home Life have been printed and 
distributed. State and Federal 
Legislatures have a growing con- 
cern for religious freedom. State 
Senator Graham S. Newell, Ver- 
mont, has summarized the pre- 
vailing legislative view in his 
tribute to public schools entitled 
“Double Jeopardy.” POAU lead- 
ers have appeared in every state 
in the Union. Hundreds of articles 
on some phase of the subject have 
been printed in church and fra- 
ternal periodicals, and in the secu- 
lar press... 


THE RAMPARTS WE WATCH 


The ramparts POAU and 
Americans generally watch are 


1. The public school, the basis 
and bulwark of American 
democracy. 

2. The legal right of parochial 
schools, at private expense, 
as a mission of the church. 

3. The First Amendment, the 
guarantee of the free church 
and free pulpit. 

4. The legal concept of church- 
state separation, the only 
safeguard of religious peace. 

5. The free conscience, the key 
to unlock spiritual power. 


These ramparts need watching 
at such a time as this. They need 
watching because there are ene- 
mies in our camp who would de- 
cree their destruction. Commu- 
nism and Clericalism are on the 
March seeking the end of democ- 
racy and religious freedom. There 
8 no democracy in Russia, and 
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religious freedoms are curtailed. 
Good men suffer for their convic- 
tions. The American Bill of 
Rights has no place in Commu- 
nist nations. The United States 
has devoted its material and mili- 
tary might to a mission of libera- 
tion. Grants in aid have gone to 
Yugoslavia. Our doors have been 
opened to Hungarian refugees. 
Poland may be aided by our loans. 
Billions of our dollars have bol- 
stered our allies in the cold war. 
The “Four Freedoms” have be- 
come a hope and household word 
to freedom-seeking people every- 
where. Our great Nation, in a few 
short years, has become the great- 
est single force for freedom in all 
the world. Our opportunity, our 
greatness, our appeal lie in our 
First Amendment which guaran- 
tees a free conscience, free wor- 
ship, free pulpit, free church, in 
a free society. 


THE OTHER PERIL 


Again, what of our times? An- 
other tyranny as dangerous to 
evangelical Christianity as Com- 
munism manifests itself both at 
home and abroad. This tyranny 
closes our missions and seminar- 
ies, and thwarts free worship in 
many unhappy lands. Churches 
are bombed and burned, mission- 
aries die for their convictions, 
public religious assemblies are 
denied, and dissident religious 
groups are second-class citizens 
for no cause save their religious 
convictions. 

We read and hear much about 
Communism in these times, but 
too little about the evils of Roman 
Clericalism determined to stamp 
out so-called heresy. 

In my humble opinion the 
cancellation of a Baptist minis- 
ter’s sermon to Baptist soldiers in 
Madrid is not unlike the denial 
of Roman Catholic freedom to 
preach in Poland or Russia. The 
closing of a Christian church in 
Colombia is of the same evil pat- 
tern as the refusal to let a Roman 
Catholic priest pray in Russia. 
The denial of a permit for Protes- 
tants to build a hospital at their 
own expense in Italy is no differ- 
ent from crushing religious insti- 
tutions in Hungary. What is the 
difference between closing a 
Christian theological seminary in 


China and closing one in Spain? 

These are all examples of 
tryanny. They are ugly. They are 
wrong. There is no choice be- 
tween them. And I intend to con- 
demn tyranny and those who com- 
mit it. I am opposed, too, to that 
more subtle kind of tyranny 
which, in the name of “brother- 
hood,” writes to the Chicago 
newspapers and suggests that 
they be silent about my speeches. 
I am against tyranny, period. 


UR CONCERN OVER DENIALS OF 

religious liberty abroad is 
matched by our concern for 
denials of religious liberty at 
home. We must oppose the use of 
tax funds for churches because 
this use violates our tradition and 
law. Public taxes for sectarian 
teaching and institutions amounts 
to government establishment of 
religion in violation of the Ameri- 
can Constitution. 


The chief violator of this law 
is the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
The Roman Catholic Bishops de- 
nounced the separation of church 
and state in a published state- 
ment on November 19, 1948. They 
promised to work for destruction 
of the very law which has enabled 
all creeds to prosper in freedom. 
In 1955 the Bishops demanded 
“Grants in Aid” for their schools 
and institutions. Father John 
Courtney Murray, writing in The 
Catholic Mind, September 1956, 
stated there was no longer argu- 
ment against use of the public tax 
for Roman Catholic schools. 
Richard Joyce Smith in America, 
Jesuit magazine, November 10, 
1956, has advocated public tax for 
Roman Catholic schools. 

Six hundred clerical controlled 
publications reaching twenty-two 
million Americans monthly 
cleverly advocate public taxes for 
the establishment of the so-called 
one true church. One hundred 
fifty Roman Catholic agencies 
geared to influence every organ- 
ized department of American life 
quietly and effectively translate 
their hopes and desires for public 
taxes. 

To this view four million young 
minds attending 15,000 parochial 
schools are indoctrinated. Taking 
advantage of the public school 
teacher shortage, nuns have 
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moved into public schools, where 
our law cases indicate sectarian 
teaching at public expense. Here, 
too, even in a public school, a 
“novel” view of separation is 
being given to young minds. In 
many communities public schools 
have practically died, but only 
one has been closed so far by a 
sectarian controlled public school 
board. 


THE BUS BATTLE 


Bus transportation bills aiming 
to subsidize Roman Catholic 
teaching have been introduced by 
Roman Catholic action groups in 
a half dozen or more state legisla- 
tures. After State Supreme 
Courts in Missouri, New Mexico, 
and Pennsylvania had outlawed 
bus transportation, bills were pre- 
sented to destroy the effect of the 
courts’ ruling. In Augusta, Maine, 
a vigorous demand for public 
funds was made with a threat of 
enrolling 900 parochial school 
pupils in the public schools. Only 
seven students actually trans- 
ferred to the public schools. The 
school board held its ground, ap- 
propriated $100 as the basis for a 
test case. The Court upheld the 
ruling of the school board. But 
the incident is proof of what the 
Roman Catholics seek — public 
money for private schools. 

In view of Rome’s age-old de- 
mand for taxes for their institu- 
tions, the official church view ex- 
pressed in sO many ways by so 
many top Roman Catholic leaders, 
and the actual incidents of pres- 
sures for taxes—can there be 
doubt any longer that the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy in the United 
States is determined to break 
down the separation of church 
and state? Can we not see in a 
thousand instances and communi- 
ties what is desired? Are we 
about to pay taxes to support 
teaching that refers to our con- 
verts as “half saved’; our reli- 
gion as “a counterfeit” ; our great 
American safeguard of separa- 
tion “a compromise”? There is 
the issue. Are we “bigots” who 
love freedom for all creeds, and 
special privilege for none? 


“OPERATION 
CONNECTICUT”’ 


The great pressure now being 
exerted by the Roman Catholic 
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hierarchy to obtain state sub- 


sidies for its schools, can be best 
understood by viewing it close up 
in one of the dozen or more states 
where it is now going on strenu- 
ously. Let us select the state of 
Connecticut as a typical example. 

A year ago, during the closing 
hours of the legislative session 
a “non-controversial” bill was 
slipped through both houses of 
the Assembly. It was a bill 
providing for a “survey” of edu- 
cation in the state. The survey 
was aimed not merely at the pub- 
lic «schools, with which public 
agencies might seem to have been 
properly concerned, but also at

private and parochial schools. It 
was to be an impartial, high-level, 
scholarly survey. 

What happened? No sooner did 
the survey get under way than 
its reports and releases became 
the sounding board for the hier- 
archy’s demand for subsidy. In a 
spate of releases to the press the 
survey cited the number of pupils 
in parochial schools, the percent- 
age of the “educational load” 
being carried by these schools, 
how badly off communities would 
be if the Roman Catholic Church 
decided to close its schools, ete. 
This was a cleverly designed 
“softening up” of the public to 
the demand for sectarian subsidy. 

Richard Joyce Smith, member 
of the Connecticut State Board of 
Education, spent a great deal of 


his time touring the state, speak. 
ing to any group that would 
listen, citing the “survey” and 
urging it as argument for paro- 
chial school subsidy. In an article 
published in the Jesuit magazine, 
America, already referred to, Mr, 
Smith quotes freely from the 
“survey” to prove the validity of 
financial aid from the state to 
the Roman Catholic schools. Here 
is an example of his reasoning. | 
quote him from page 156 of the 
magazine: 

“How far any community . .. 
or State should go in making con. 
tribution to the education of pu- 
pils in private and parochial 
schools seems to be essentially a 
question of practical policy to be 
determined at the level of the par- 
ticular community. If, for in 
stance, a city in Connecticut could 
avoid the cost of building and 
operating a new school .. . by 
contributing a relatively small 
amount .. . for the extension of 
an existing parochial school, the 
community ought to be. allowed 
that alternative. ...” 


Mr. Smith then employs a tac- 
tic familiar to Roman Catholic 
propagandists—the threat to 
dump all parochial school pupils 
on the public schools if their de 
mands for subsidy are not met, 
He ends with an appeal for “the 
development at the local level of 
the kind of integrated education- 
al service that can best serve the 
particular needs of each com- 
munity.” 

The proposals of Mr. Smith, 
widely proclaimed throughout 
Connecticut, mean simply that 
every community should divide 
its tax money among existing 
schools, no matter whether they 
are public, private or sectarian. 





THE CLERICAL WHIP 


The next step in the operation 
was the drafting of a bill under 
the supervision of Archbishop 
O’Brien of Hartford. This was a 
package bill making possible bus 
transportation and a number of 
“welfare benefits” for parochial 
school pupils. Under strong pres 
sure from diocesan headquarters 
the bill was rushed through the 
Senate by vote of 31-5. In the 
House the bill met a more rigor- 
ous test. The stern reminder of 
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the courageous Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Charles W. Jewett that the 
pill was definitely unconstitution- 
al gave some members pause. The 
chairman of the Education Com- 
mittee of the House was opposed. 
When the bill appeared on the 
floor of the House that body voted 
138-103 to send it back to com- 
mittee. That virtually killed it. 


At this point with a subsidy of 
millions about to be lost, the hier- 
archy decided to inject itself di- 
rectly into the fray. Archbishop 
O’Brien, joined by Bishop Shehan 
and Bishop Flanagan, issued a 
statement in The Catholic Trans- 
cript stating that a vote against 
the Roman Catholic subsidy was 
“higotry.” It darkly hinted about 
“the next election” if the bill were 
defeated. 

Under pressure of the Catholic 
lobby a move was commenced in 
the House to get signatures to a 
petition to force the bill back on 
the floor. (Meanwhile the measure 
had been simplified by making it 
a straight bus bill). With the 
maneuver about to succeed, and 
another vote on the floor looming, 
Bishop O’Brien and his colleagues 
then resorted to direct political 
blackmail to frighten the legisla- 
tors. They issued a statement 
read at every mass in Connecticut 
on May 27. The statement urged 
parishioners to “carefully ob- 
serve” how their representatives 
yote in the State House of Repre- 
sentatives on the bill providing 
free bus transportation to paro- 
chial school pupils. Here was the 
naked threat of political reprisal 
for any man who had the courage 
tostand for the state constitution, 
the American tradition, and his 
own conviction. 
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DO HOPE AND PRAY THAT SUCH

particularly concerned by that 
portion of Archbishop O’Brien’s 
statement which sneers at the 
“sanctimonious concern for con- 
stitutionality” of the bus bill—to 
we his phrase. That is exactly 
the issue which concerns many 
thoughtful Americans. This con- 
cern is serious, not sanctimonious. 
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It is the concern of men who 
know that our constitutions were 
formulated with wise purpose and 
will not lightly see any part of 
them nullified. 

I am concerned, too, with Arch- 
bishop O’Brien’s description of 
the opponents of his bill as “big- 
ots.” What right does he have to 
denounce as “bigots” those who 
honestly oppose him on this issue? 
One thing a Roman Catholic 
priest may not do—he may not 
advocate something in the socio- 
political sphere and then, when 
he is opposed, rush into print with 
the cry that God is being attack- 
ed. If any bigotry was practiced 
in Connecticut, it was not prac- 
ticed by those who stood for the 
great American principle of 
Church-State Separation. 


There is growing concern over 
the millions of tax dollars flow- 
ing into church-related hospitals 
where doctors must subscribe to 
a medieval medical code which 
contravenes in many instances the 
enlightened medical and legal 
code of this country. Reports now 
indicate that of the 125 million 
dollars of public tax funds going 
to church-related hospitals, our 
Roman Catholic friends have 
grabbed 112 million dollars. The 
State of Alabama has received 6 
million dollars of this amount. 


TAX EXEMPTION ABUSED 


We feel that great abuse occurs 
in the field of tax exemption to 
church-related businesses. When 
the Christian Brothers appeared 
in Washington to obtain tax ex- 
emption on their wine and liquor 
business, we said the word 
“church” should not be so elastic 
as to cover tax exemption on the 
liquor-making business. We said 
the Christian Brothers should pay 
the same taxes as any other dis- 
tiller. For this position; we too 
were deemed to be bigots and 
anti-Catholic. 


When the Martin Luther film 
was banned from television in 
Chicago by Roman Catholics, we 
said “Bishop Sheen and ‘Martin 
Luther’ should both have the 
right of the air ways.” Had Car- 
dinal Stritch really believed in 
freedom of the air, he could have

Mass. In thy first dolor, thou wert 
appointed sacristan by Simeon to 
keep the Host until the Hour of 
sacrifice; in thy second dolor, thou 
didst leave the sacristy to serve 
the altar as thy Son’s visit sancti- 
fied Egypt; in the third dolor, thou 
didst recite the Confiteor at the 
foot of the altar as thy Son recited 
His Confiteor to the Doctors of 
the Law; thy fourth dolor was the 
Offertory as thou didst make the 
obligation of His Body and Blood 
on the way to Calvary; thy fifth 
dolor was the Consecration in 
which thou didst offer thine own 
body and blood in union with thy 
Son’s for the redemption of the 
world; thy sixth dolor was the 
Communion when thou didst re- 
ceive the body of thy Son from 
the altar of the Cross; and thy sev- 
enth dolor was the Ite Missa est, as 
thou didst end thy sorrow with 
an adieu to the tomb.

“Mary, sacristan of souls as thou 
wert the sacristan of Jesus, a good 
life is worth nothing: if it be not 
crowned with a happy death. We 
shall spend our whole life therefore 
asking this of thee, if it be only 
to gain it at the end. Thy Divine 
Son said He would not leave us 
orphans. But Mary, we shall be 
orphans unless thou art our 
Mother.”

The Mother of My Lord

N HER HOME situated in the hill 

country of Juda, an elderly 
woman caught the sound of foot- 
steps coming up the path to her 
door. Looking out to know the 
identity of her unexpected visitor, 
she was first surprised, then over- 
joyed to see her young cousin 
from Nazareth approaching. Her 
joy increased as her kinswoman 
entered, giving the customary 
salute. 

“Mary $4 

“Elisabeth!” 

A light from heaven illuminat- 
ed the soul of the older woman 
and seemed to glorify the face of 
her visitor, and in that light she 
saw before her the woman who 
all Israel hoped one day would 
appear—the mother of the Mes- 
siah. 

A rapture of spiritual joy 
swept over Elisabeth’s soul, pene- 
trating her whole being, even to 
her unborn babe, as she in exul- 
tant praise exclaimed in a loud 
voice, “Blessed art thou among 
women, and blessed is the fruit of 
thy womb. And whence is this 
to me, that the mother of my 
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Lord should come to me?” (Luke 
1: 42, 43) 

Mary herself, upon entering 
the humble home of her priest 
relative, was gripped by the same 
joyous exultation. After the visit 
from the angel Gabriel a few days 
earlier, when she heard from his 
lips the news that God had chosen 
her to become the mother of the 
Saviour, she had hastened to the 
home of her cousin Elisabeth, 
longing for the spiritual fellow- 
ship of that older mother in 
Israel, who had now been six 
months in meditative seclusion 
awaiting the arrival of her first- 
born. She learned how Elisabeth, 
though stricken in years, had by 
a special act of God received 
strength to bear a son destined to 
become the herald of Christ's 
coming. And sharing with her the 
overwhelming knowledge of the 
miracle that had come to her own 
humble life—the great miracle 
of the Son of God taking upon 
Himself human flesh,—she burst 
forth into the ecstatic and pro 
phetic words of the Magnificat: 

“My soul doth magnify the 
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7 Lord, and my spirit hath rejoiced 





in God my Saviour...” 

This was the beginning of God’s 
consummate purpose with Mary 
as the “highly favored one.” 
Through providential guidance 
she was permitted to spend three 
months with her aged kinswoman 
and her husband, dwelling in that 
spiritual atmosphere of a truly 
pious home. With keen interest 
she meditated on the significance 
of the visit of the angel to Zach- 
arias in the temple informing him 
about the coming of the prophet 
who was to prepare the way of the 
Lord. No better place could have 
been found for the mother of our 
Lord during the first months after 
the annunciation. 


_ HIGH FAVOR of having 
Emmanuel—“God with us”— 
was Mary’s experience as she, 
together with Joseph, made her 
long trip from Nazareth to Beth- 
lehem at the time of the deliv- 
erance of her “firstborn” son. 
Prophecy had to be fulfilled; 
Christ was to be born in Bethle- 
hem. The decree of Caesar regard- 
ing enrollment was part of God’s 
plan to bring Mary to her lineal 
city of Bethlehem before giving 
birth to her child. 

Providence had arranged also 
for a stable to be the birthplace 
of our Saviour. Solitude was the 
desire of Mary’s heart when she 
contemplated deliverance of the 
Son sent from Heaven, and in that 
stable no curious crowd in the 
noisy inn would gather around to 
disturb her, or hinder the wor- 
shipful shepherds from finding 
entrance to the place where the 
Child lay in a manger. Perhaps 
Mary, in later years, would en- 
vision those rustic surroundings, 
searthed out by the lowly shep- 
herds and worshiping wise men, 
as &*place’ transfigured, a place 
where heaven bent low to touch 
the earth... 

Little is told in the Gospels of 
how God’s presence, providential 
guidance, and protection were 
given to the mother and her Child 
when the wrath of Herod broke 
forth upon the place of our Savi- 
our’s birth and shé-had to arise by 
night and flee with her husband 
into Egypt. Doubtless with the 
Monetary gift of the Magi they 
Were able to find adequate sus- 
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tenance in that country until the 
death of Herod. 

The birthplace of Mary then 
became the childhood home of 
Jesus, which was not only in ac- 
cord with prophecy but expedient 
because of political circumstances 
in the country, where there were 
powerful enemies, rivals to the 
throne of David. 


BX GIVING ACCOUNT of the high 

favors accorded to Mary and 
the evident presence of the Lord 
with her, we must not forget the 
deep trials through which she 
passed. These trials were per- 
haps as deep as her favor was 
high. 

How often in her old age Mary 
would recall the words of that 
pious Jew in the temple who had 
come to her side when Jesus was 
dedicated, uttering those mystical 
but significant words: “Yea, a 
sword shall pierce through thy 
own soul also, that the thoughts 
of many hearts may be revealed.” 
(Luke 2:35) 

The first sting of that sword she 
had felt when as a chaste virgin 
she began to think of her fiance 
after returning to Nazareth from 
her visit to Elisabeth. “What will 
Joseph think about me?” she must 
have asked herself during many 
a long night’s vigil. The Mosaic 
penalty of a woman brought be- 
fore the court in similar circum- 
stances and being stoned to death 
must have flashed before her 
mind. What a blessed relief when 
Joseph related to her his dream 
and took her to be his wife! How 
graciously the Lord had provided 
in her distress! 

Mary’s mother-heart was to be 
wounded sometimes by the words 
of Christ Himself. She felt their 
sting mildly when she was cen- 
sured by her twelve-year-old Son 
in Jerusalem for not knowing that 
“I must be about My Father’s 
business.” Luke records that she 
and Joseph “understood not the 
saying which He spake unto 
them.” 

Though Christ granted Mary 
the favor of performing His first 
miracle at her suggestion—a 
miracle which reflected honor on 
Him-‘and not on her and which 
had no moral considerations—He 
denied her authority over Him 
with the words, “Woman, what 





have I to do with thee? mine hour 
is not yet come.” (John 2:4) 

Deeper still was Mary’s wound 
when she was publicly ignored 
and even suspended from inti- 
macy with her Son when He said, 
upon learning of her desire to 
speak with Him, “Who is my 
mother? and who are my breth- 
ren?...For whosoever shall do 
the will of My Father which is in 
heaven, the same is My brother, 
and sister, and mother.” (Matt. 
12:48, 50) 

What was the purpose of Christ 
in thus causing His mother’s 
heart to suffer? He was subject- 
ing it to that unique spiritual sur- 
gery by which Mary’s mother- 
heart was severed from her sin- 
ner-heart. Gradually the great 
Master Surgeon cut away her 
motherly affections toward her 
Son until as a single-hearted sin- 
ner she beheld Him as her Savi- 
our. 

At the Cross this operation was 
completed. When the soldier’s 
spear pierced His heart and Mary 
looked upon its outflow of blood 
and water, her mourning for Him 
became that of a repentant sinner. 
It was as the mother of John the 
Beloved—by Christ’s own injunc- 
tion—that Mary left the Cross. 
It was with a sinner’s heart saved 
by grace that she turned her back 
on Golgotha. And we have reason 
to believe that she was among the 
first to believe in Christ’s resur- 
rection. 


HEN THE ANGEL GABRIEL an- 

nounced to the virgin Mary, 
“Hail, thou that art highly favor- 
ed (margin, graciously accepted, 
or, much graced), the Lord is 
with thee: blessed art thou among 
women,” and added, “Thou hast 
found favor (grace) with God,” 
he acknowledged the gracious 
characteristics of the mother of 
our Lord which were her adorn- 
ing for the subsequent years of 
her life. 

Divine grace made Mary a wo- 
man of contemplation so essential 
to a mother in a Christian home 
as well as in her community. 
She did not forget what other 
people testified about Christ, in 
public gatherings or in private 
conversations, but always “kept 
these things, and pondered them

Lost Vocations in the Roman Church 


In general the Roman Catholic 
Church has been very reluctant to 
admit that it has suffered a terri- 
fic loss in its seminaries and mon- 
asteries. When the former priests 
of the Extension Department of 
Christ’s Mission would make such 
an assertion, even Christian min- 
isters from whose pulpits the 
converted priests were speaking 
found it difficult to believe the 
staggering statistics. 

Recently, however, an article in 
the Catholic Week, official organ 
of the Roman Church in Alabama, 
featured an article describing the 
situation. Here are a few facts: 

“ ‘Give it a whirl,’ is the advice 
of Father Godfrey Poage, C. P., to 
all young people even remotely 
interested in the religious life. 

“In an interview here the Pas- 
sionist author and missioner who 
is one of the nation’s foremost 
religious vocation recruiters em- 
phasized that ‘a youth cannot 
evaluate the life of a priest or 
Sister without living that life on 
a trial basis.’ ” 

Then Father Godfrey ventur- 
ed the following information: 
Throughout the nation, “only one 
out of nine boys who enter pre- 
paratory seminaries are ordained, 
and in religious communities of 
women, only one out of seven goes 
to final profession.” 

The Passionist priest admitted 
further that there are over half

a million men in the United States 
who are ex-seminarians. 


The Power of Statistics 


If one can give any credence 
to Roman Catholic figures as to 
total membership in the United 
States, by 1960 or ‘65 the domin- 
ant religious body in this country 
will be the Roman Church. 

The latest statistics, as of De- 
cember 31, 1956, are provided by 
The Official Catholic Directory 
for 1957, which reports an in- 
crease of 989,834 persons during 
1956. The figure, which includes 
the continental United States, 
Alaska and Hawaii but not Carib- 
bean countries, brings the Roman 
Catholic population to a total of 
34,563,851 persons. This is an in- 
crease of 9,295,678 over the total 
of 25,268,173 reported in 1947. 
The increase includes 1,252,854 
converts. 

The figures are startling, even 
considering the fact that Roman 
Catholics number among their ad- 
herents infants, lapsed Catholics, 
apostates, and even renegades 
who have been baptized in the 
Roman Church. 

The directory also reports an 
increase of 1,376 clergymen, 
bringing the total of ordained 
priests in the three areas mention- 
ed to 49,725. This is the largest 
number on record and should 
cause Protestants to pause and 
reflect. 


The Fight for Religious Freedom 

The Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court has declared in a formal 
decision that religious proselyting | 
is a legitimate activity in th 
United States of America. In 4 
six-to-one vote the court oven 
ruled a decision of the lowe 
court, which had denied a charter 
to The Conversion Center, Haver. 
town, Pennsylvania. 

In the seven-page opinion of 
the court, Justice T. McKean 
Chidsey observed that proselyting 
is a common practice among relj. 
gious bodies and noted that the 
Conversion Center had bee, 
“straightforward and honest with 
the public.” Since the Center pro. 
posed to operate without the use 
of violence, boycott or sanctions 
by peaceful citizens, it could not 
be legally condemned as a threat 
to the common weal. 

In his fourteen-page dissent, 
Justice Michael A. Musmanno 
railed against “winds of intoler. 
ance” and “gales of prejudice” 
but admitted, in a more lucid mo 
ment, that “if there is one thing 
that the United States symbolizes 
more than anything else it is reli- 
gious freedom.”

Now that official pronounce 
ments have been made and widely 
acclaimed about the recent un- 
earthing of St. Peter’s headless 
skeleton beneath the famed Basi- 
lica in Rome, a report issued to 
the British United Press by a 
Vatican official admits that schol 
ars claim no definite proof about 
the original owner of the bones. 


All Things Work Together . . . 


Jose Bester, Roman Catholic 
priest in Brazil, in a burst of anti- 
Protestant animosity, made re 
peated attacks on the Baptist 
church of Belford Roxo, in the 
state of Rio de Janiero, injuringa 
number of people in the process. 

Last May 5, after he had 
threatened to open fire on the 
Baptists if they held their regu 
larly scheduled open-air meeting 
in the main square of the city, 
more than thirty evangelical 
churches, a number of public of 
ficials, and a large group of Cath 
olic citizens rallied to their sup 
port, and the open-air meetings 
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the first time in several weeks. 

The demonstration in favor of 
the Baptists had been touched off 
by a crusading newspaper O 
Mundo, which along with other 
Rio papers had published ac- 
counts of the German priest’s 
attacks on the Protestants. 
Among the public officials who 
lent their support were two state 
senators, an army general who 
is president of the National Edu- 
cation Crusade, and an official of 
the public safety division of the 
state of Rio. 

Meanwhile, although over five 
hundred Catholics have requested 
transfer of the priest, the hier- 
archy has ignored the situation. 


Aim: to Please 


The Roman Catholic Church 
never ceases to play politics, even 
in the midst of what she considers 
to be a very solemn occasion. 

In the ceremony during which 
the Pope conferred the cardinal’s 
red hat on Poland’s primate, Ste- 
fan Cardinal Wyszynski, the 
usual protocol was by-passed in 
the extraordinarily brief four- 
and-a-half minutes consistory. 
This was in order to avoid offend- 
ing either the Communist Gomul- 
ka regime, with which the church 
is seeking a working arrange- 
ment, or the Polish government 
in exile, with headquarters in 
London. 

Thus, semper eadem—always 
the same—the Roman Church 
plays both ends against the 
middle. 


Dying Daughter 


Roman Catholicism in France 
is dying. The “eldest daughter of 
the Vatican” is becoming more 
and more rebellious. 

The three major problems con- 
fronting the Roman Catholic pre- 
lates in France are: 1) the dearth 
of priests, 2) the defiance of the 
Worker Priests, and 3) the crisis 
of religious education. 

At present France has only 
56,700 priests, whereas in 1901 
she had 71,300. Most young 
priests are entering orders in- 
stead of the secular priesthood, a 
situation which has resulted in 


some 16,000 priestless parishes in 
1956. 
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Despite the Pope’s order of 
March 1, 1954, dissolving the 
Worker-Priest movement, only 
about one-fourth of approximate- 
ly one hundred engaged in the 
experiment have submitted to his 
authority. Apart from around 
twenty who have married, the rest 
continue to perform their priestly 
duties. Their defiance, significant- 
ly, has been publicly ignored. 
Traditionally nationalistic and 
anti-Roman, French Catholicism 
has become a prey to Communism 
to an alarming extent. Contrari- 
wise, the church is also charged 
with taking sides with “the rich” 
and abandoning the working 
classes. Religious education of Ro-

man Catholic children in state 
schools is being curtailed for rea- 
sons of economy, with the result 
that they are growing up without 
any knowledge of the Christian 
faith, Roman or otherwise. 

In the third plenary assembly 
of the French Catholic Church 
since World War II, the hier- 
archy, most of whom were 
present, had little to offer by way 
of solution beyond the most obvi- 
ous platitudinous suggestions. The 
only hope seems to lie in next 
year’s Lourdes centenary, which 
is being widely promoted by the 
Vatican. 

Meanwhile, France is spiritual- 
ly a decaying, decadent state 
which the French Revolution, un- 
fortunately, did little to cure. 


The Blank Space 

Anyone with doubts as to Ro- 
man Catholic intentions with re- 
gard to U. S. diplomatic repre- 
sentation at the Holy See should 
take a look at the current Vatican 
diplomatic directory, in which the 
United States is listed as a 
country accredited for such a mis- 









sion. But a blank space occurs 
after the listing, indicating that 
in the eyes of the Vatican, diplo- 
matic relations once existed but 
have never been officially termi- 
nated. 

The listing apparently has rela- 
tion to President Roosevelt’s suc- 
cessful effort to have the State 
Department accredit a Mr. Harold 
H. Tittmann, Jr., as a full-fledg- 
ed diplomatic agent ten days after 
Pearl Harbor. Though such a 
move is contrary to the American 
way of life and the spirit of the 
Constitution, one well-known Jes- 
uit magazine had the effrontery 
to remark that “the new Vatican 
directory speaks volumes on a 
U. S. violation of diplomatic 
courtesy.” 

Rather, it is safe to say that the 
blank space is an open invitation 
to the U. S. to supply the vacancy 
—and let there be no mistake 
about it! 


Premarital Pact Not Binding 


Judge Charles H. House of the 
superior court in Bridgeport, Con- 
necticut, has handed down a 
decision that the premarital pact 
required of the non-Catholic 
party to a mixed marriage, who 
thereby promises to raise any 
children as Roman Catholics, can- 
not be held as legally binding in 
Connecticut. 

This ruling was based on a pro- 
vision of the state constitution 
that “no person shall by law be 
compelled to join or support, nor 
to be classed with or associated 
to any congregation, church, or 
religious association.” 

The test case, first in Connecti- 
cut, involved Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward J. McLaughlin of West 
Hartford. Mrs. McLaughlin, a 
Methodist, had dutifully signed 
the agreement before their 
marriage. After three children 
had been born, differences arose 
and she and her husband decided 
to separate. 

Mr. McLaughlin sought a 
judicial decree that the children 
be reared as Roman Catholics and 
that custody be given to him, 
though he did not deny their 
mother’s fitness to take care of 
them. The judge awarded custody 
to the mother and then ruled that 
she could not be legally held to 
her premarital pact. 
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5 From Friar 
to Freedom in Christ

The spiritual odyssey of a former 
monk of the Roman Catholic Church 


M* BIRTH took place in Denver, 
Colorado, on April 2, 1911, 
in the same house where my 
mother had been born. My father 
was from Lancashire, Eng- 
land, of English-Spanish parent- 
age. My mother’s father came 
from Ireland and her mother from 
Scotland. All were of Roman 
Catholic heritage, with the excep- 
tion of my maternal grandmother 
who had been reared in the Scotch 
Presbyterian Church. 

While attending a Roman Cath- 
olic preparatory school, under the 
direction of the Benedictine 
Fathers, I decided to become a 
priest. However, I was uncertain 
as to whether I wanted to be a 
secular or religious priest. Reli- 
gious is the generic term applied 
to all priests and nuns who make 
a profession of vows. Meanwhile, 
I began my formal education for 
the priesthood. 

The years of preparation at St. 
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Joseph’s Minor Seminary, Moun- 
tain View, California, and St. 
Anselm’s Seminary, Mount Angel, 
Oregon, passed very rapidly. Be- 
cause of her long experience, the 
Roman Church is a master in the 
art of indoctrination and brain- 
washing. The day of a seminarian 
is so filled with long hours of 
study, prayer exercises, intensive 
classes in Latin, Church History, 
Doctrine, together with the regu- 
lar academic subjects, that he 
does not have time even to pause 
and reflect whether Christ in- 
tends it all. 

During the many years of study 
in the seminary, I felt a great 
void in my life. I wanted to know 
God more perfectly and to do His 
will. I constantly brought this 
problem, and my feelings in the 
matter, to the attention of my 
father confessor. But he would 
merely assure me that I had a 
vocation to the priesthood and 


urge me to persevere. I was faith 
ful in my prayer life, daily medi. 
tations, and invocation of the 
saints and the Virgin Mary. Ag 
a matter of fact, I did not miss q 
single daily recitation of the ro 
sary in sixteen years. ; 


LIFE AS A FRIAR 


While completing my philo 
sophical studies I came across an 
article in a Roman Catholic maga. 
zine concerning the Order of our 
Lady of Mount Carmel (Discale 
ed). It told of the contemplative 
life led by the friars, or monks 
and mentioned that a novitiate of 
the Order was being established 
in San Antonio, Texas. After 
much prayer and consultation 
with my confessor, I applied and 
was admitted as a novice. 

The Carmelite Order wag 
founded by crusaders. They occu. 
pied the caves once inhabited by 
the Sons of the Prophets om 
Mount Carmel. In the thirteenth 
century they were given a Rule 
of life by Albert, Patriarch of 
Jerusalem. 

The Rule of the Discalced 
(bare-footed) Carmelites is one 
of the most severe in the Roman 
Catholic Church. It prescribes the 
following: fasting from the 14th 
of September until Easter, two 
hours of silent meditation daily, 
sleeping upon boards, the use of 
the discipline (whipping one’s 
body) three times weekly, perpet- 
ual abstinence from meat, the 
chanting of the divine office i 
choir, and almost perpetual 
silence. 

When I completed my canonical 
year as a novice, I was admitted 
to first, or simple, profession of 
vows. In the presence of the em 
tire community, and before the 
altar, I made the vows of obe 
dience, chastity, and poverty, 
Three years later, in 1938, I made 
my final, or solemn, profession of 
vows, usque ad mortem (even Ul 
til death). 

After my simple profession, I 
was sent to the monastery if 
Oklahoma City, where I continued 
my philosophical and theological 
studies. The life in this monastery 
was a little more relaxed. The 
students were dispensed from get 
ting up at midnight to sing the 
divine office, and we had an houf 
of recreation daily. * 
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- The years passed rapidly. I had 
longed for the privilege of study- 
ing theology. I believed that such 
a knowledge of God might draw 
me closer to Him. However, this 
was not to be the case. The more 
[ studied, the more remote God 
seemed to be. 



















QUESTIONS ARISE 





This intense yearning to know 
God intimately would occasional- 
ly cause me to come into conflict 
with the legalism of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Usually, how- 
ever, I was very submissive, 
mentally and physically, to the 
doctrine, discipline, and worship 
of the Roman Church. 

It was not until the fall of 1938 
that I first questioned any major 
doctrine of teaching of the Roman 
Catholic Church. I had made my 
solemn profession of vows, re- 
ceived tonsure, the four minor 
orders, and the major order of 
the subdiaconate from the hands 
of the late Bishop Francis Kelley 
of Oklahoma City. I was within a 
few months of ordination to the 
priesthood when the first incident 
occurred. The story would take 
too long to tell. It suffices to 
say that from that day on I was 
closely watched.

security, I continued my studies 
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and managed to conceal my true 
interior feelings. I seldom went 
to confession and ceased praying 
to the saints. 

At length, because of the hatred 
of my superiors toward me, I was 
forced to make a decision. I re- 
solved to leave the monastery. I 
knew well that the moment I 
walked out of the door I would 
be automatically excommunicated 
and condemned to hell for all 
eternity. This thought had long 
prevented me from taking such a 
step. I was not truly converted. 
I merely felt that I could no long- 
er be intellectually dishonest. 
Finally, on August 2, 1940, I 
secretly left the monastery in 
San Antonio, where I was then 
stationed. 


FREEDOM, FEAR, AND 
FRUSTRATION 


For several days after, I was 
in a state of turmoil. I believed in 
God, the most blessed Trinity, 
the Incarnation and the Redemp- 
tion of our Saviour. But I rejected 
the man-made doctrines of the 
popes and the Roman Church. 

Also, I lived in a constant state 
of fear. I knew only too well the 
long and punitive arm of the Ro- 
man hierarchy. I hid out in the 
Y.M.C.A. of San Antonio. Only 
the secretary knew my true 
identity. 

During my first hours of free- 
dom I met several Protestant 
clergymen. All, with the exception 
of one, seemed indifferent to my 
problem. Not one of them tried to 
explain the plan of salvation to 
me. They merely treated me as a 
curiosity. The exception was an 
Episcopalian clergyman, now the 
bishop of West Texas. He arrang- 
ed for me to go to Houston. He 
felt that it would be safer. In 
Houston I met the bishop of 
Texas. He offered me a job, and I 
took it. Within several weeks 
after leaving the monastery, I be- 
came the pastor of St. Mary’s 
Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Houston, Texas. 

The next fourteen years of my 
life were most frustrating. I had 
exchanged the system of the Ro- 
man Church for a system that I 
did not understand. In my un- 
happiness I tried to find the 
answer in change. I became suc- 


cessively the Protestant Episco- 
palian chaplain at Texas A. and 
M. College; rector of Trinity 
Church, Fort Worth, Texas; mis- 
sionary to the Paiute Indians of 
Lake Pyramid, Nevada; one of 
the Protestant Chaplains of Belle- 
vue Hospital, New York City; 
and, finally, the pastor of the 
Church of the Ascension, Green- 
point, Brooklyn. I was merely 
running from God, and did not 
realize it. 


THE SEARCH AND 
THE ANSWER 


I tried to escape from my con- 
science by indulging in the so-call- 
ed things of life, but to no avail. 
I became terribly unhappy be- 
cause I recognized that I was not 
a shepherd, but an hireling. I 
constantly sought new distrac- 
tions to ease my hunger, a spiritu- 
al hunger that only God could 
satisfy. 

Finally, in despair, I resigned 
my pastorate in Brooklyn and set 
out to seek the answer to my life. 
I did not realize that I had the 
answer at my finger tips, God’s 
Word as written in the Holy 
Bible. I read and knew the 
Bible. Rut I merely read it for 
devotion. I did not search it for 
eternal life. 

In my travels, I met a wonder- 
ful born-again Christian. He 
sensed my need, and God used him 
to open my heart. He led me to 
Christ. Using God’s Holy Word, 
he outlined the plan of salvation 
to me. John 3:16 and other simi- 
lar passages ceased to be merely 
verses in the Bible and became 
the key that opened the door to 
eternal life. 

What of the future? Since I 
have never married, I am not tied 
down by earthly bonds. Hence, I 
have rededicated my life to God 
and the preaching of His Word, 
not in the sacerdotal priesthood 
of the Roman Catholic Church, 
but in the universal priesthood 
of believers. 

My deputation work for 
Christ’s Mission takes me to 
many sections of this great na- 
tion. I have preached to thousands 
of souls. I preach Christ, and Him 
crucified, risen, and coming again. 
May His precious Name be for- 
ever on my lips. END

There would be no sickness in the 
church if priests and ministers 
would bind their consciences by 
the Word of God. 

Another symbol of this same 
power is the distinguished dean 
of American radio evangelists, 
Charles E. Fuller. For over a 
third of a century he has preached 
a compassionate gospel to those 
who labor in hard and distant 
places. His weekly listening audi- 
ence is estimated at twenty 
million. He seldom refers to him- 
self. With a tear in his voice and 
compassion in his heart he be- 
seeches men everywhere to be re- 
conciled with God. God blesses 
his ministry because his ministry 
is true to the Word of God. 
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The Pope must look to his le- 
gions because he can no longer 
look to the gospel. Let me illus- 
trate this. Father Kelly recently 
warned Roman Catholics not to 
listen to Billy Graham (Time, 
May 6th). The priest’s contention 


was that Graham evades “Cath- 
olic distinctives.” His converts, 
thus, are only “half saved.” This 
is an interesting complaint, for it 
betrays the distance which Rome 
has come from the simplicity of 
the gospel. The Apostle Paul 
could cry, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus and you will be saved.” 
And so can Billy Graham. But 
Father Kelly cannot. He must cry, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus, plus 
the necessity of baptism, plus the 
mediatorial work of Mary, plus 
the centrality of the mass, plus 
the unity of the Church, and you 
will be saved—providing, of 
course, you improve grace 
throughout your life by perform- 
ing good works, and then only 
after a frightful bout with the 
flames of purgatory.”

The Roman Catholic Church 
will continue to grow. She will 
infiltrate government, education, 
and labor. But let us not fear. 
Rome has her limits. The Lord 
says to worldly wisdom, as he 
says to the tides of the sea, “Thus 
far shall you go, and no farther.” 
Rome can coerce the film indus- 
try to use priests and Christopher 
medals in movie plots; she can 
lobby senators with effective cun- 
ning; she can rule over the trea- 
suries of the world. But these are 
strategies of worldly wisdom. 
They have nothing to do.with the 
gospel. 

This is effectively pointed out 
by the late Donald M. Baillie (The 
Theology of the Sacraments, page 
96). He cites Karl Barth’s ad- 
mission that “The mass in its con- 
ception, content and construction 
is a religious masterpiece. It is 
the highwater mark in the 
development of the history of reli- 
gion and admits of no rival.” He 
then adds the shrewd conclusion 
of Barth, “Religion with its 
masterpieces is one thing, Chris- 
tian faith is another.” This is 
the sum of the matter. Rome ‘is a 
genius in worldly wisdom. But 
worldly wisdom is one thing, the 
gospel is another. 


If we honor the Word of God, 
we have no reason to fear Roman 
Catholicism. God is sovereign. His 
Word will not return void.

A Jewish Christian behind the Iron 
Curtain writes this heartbreaking 
letter. 

“There is a custom among men at 
sea that when a ship is sinking and 
the passengers are in peril of life, that 
an SOS goes out. Every decent captain 
who hears this cry hurries to the rescue. 
This is exactly what I am doing now. 

“My little ship with four people 
aboard is sinking. Two of them are 
little children. 

“Years of suffering and hunger have 
made us sick. For six months my wife 
has been in bed. Her feet are swollen 
and she cannot walk. At the age of 
fifty I am practically blind and yet have 
to work beyond my strength to keep my 
family from starving to death. But I 
have not succeeded in that, although I 
work harder than any donkey ever did. 

“TI take the Lord as my witness that 
my words are true. We are in such 
desperate plight that when we lie down 
at night we have nothing with which 
to cover ourselves. And none of us has 
a shirt on our backs to speak of.

Religious liberty 
clauses are strangely omitted 
from treaties (like that with 
Haiti)—at a time when we so 
strongly deplore Communist 
tyranny. We grant 400 million 
dollars to Spain in a single pro- 
ject and more millions in other 
forms of aid, only to watch 
our seminaries close, and our 
churches padlocked. We _ send 
6 billions to Italy to save this 
clerical state from Communism, 
only to have our Evangelicals 
denied their God-given freedoms 
to meet jointly and propagandize 
for their faith. 


The great Roman leaders in the 
United States speak forthrightly 
against Russian tyranny, but say 
so little about clerical tyranny. 
Brotherhood and Christian fel- 
lowship, it seems to me, should 
show greater concern over all 
forms of tyranny by whomever 
committed. The air of tension 
would clear in a minute if Cardin- 
al Spellman, or better yet, the 
Pope, would speak out against 
clerical tyranny in Colombia, 
Spain, and even Italy. There 
would be no tensions at home if 
the Roman bishops would simply 
say, 

“We, like other churches, be- 
lieve in the public schools. We de- 
mand the right to support all of 
our institutions with our volun- 
tary contributions. We advise our 
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bishops to stop writing pastoral 
letters urging ‘reprisals to public 
servants,’ who in good conscience 
feel that public taxes should not 
go to any church. America has 
been good to Roman Catholic 
clerical states. We must show our 
appreciation by opening all the 
Evangelical Christian missions, 
hospitals, churches and schools 
supported by Americans! We 
want our fellow Christians every- 
where to enjoy the same free- 
doms our Protestant neighbors 
have accorded us in the United 
States. We don’t like censorship, 
and want our Protestant and 
Jewish friends to have the same 
liberties we ask for Roman Cath- 
olics everywhere. We _ believe 
liquor is a cause of juvenile delin- 
quency, and insist that the Chris- 
tian Brothers sell their liquor 
business. In short, we Roman 
Catholic bishops want the power 
of our great church to be used 
for a better life here. The only 
influence we desire to exert upon 
the state is to make better citi- 
zens who in turn will give us a 
state worthy of our confidence 
and support.”

Question: What are the steps 
leading to the priesthood? What 
are the age requirements? 


Answer: The various steps 
lading to the Roman Catholic 
priesthood are divided into two 
classes: (1) The four minor or- 
ders, namely, porter, lector, ex- 
orcist, and acolyte; and (2) The 
three major orders, namely, 
subdeaconate, deaconate, and 
priesthood. 

No special age is fixed by Ro- 
man Catholic Canon Law for the 
reception of minor orders. For 
major orders, Roman Catholic 
Canon Law rules that a sub- 
deacon must have completed his 
twenty-first birthday, a deacon 
his twenty-second, and a priest 
his twenty-fourth. A papal dis- 
pensation must be obtained to 
alow a male Roman Catholic 
subject to receive a particular 
major order before the comple- 
tion of the age required by Canon 
Law. 


Question: In the Roman Catho- 
lie Church what is meant by the 
term “Holydays of Obligation” ? 


Answer: By the phrase “Holy- 
days of Obligation,’ Roman 
Catholics understand that in ad- 
dition to Sunday there are other 
days during the liturgical year 
m which they must attend Mass 
under pain of mortal sin and 
must refrain from all servile 
work. These Roman Catholic 
Holydays of Obligation differ in 
various countries. Since the third 
Plenary Council of Baltimore in 
1884, they have been six in 
lumber in the United States: 
three Roman Catholic feastdays 
o Christ, namely, Christmas 
(December 25), the Circumcision 
(January 1) and the Ascension 
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(forty days after Easter); two 
of Mary, namely, the Assumption 
(August 15), and the Immacu- 
late Conception (December 8) ; 
and one of All Saints (Novem- 
ber 1). 


Question: Kindly explain for 
me the papal publication known 
as the “Acts of the Holy See,” 
which is often quoted by Roman 
Catholic authorities. 


Answer: The periodical called 
the “Acts of the Holy See” was 
published for the first time in 
1865. Until the year 1909 it was 
held more or less as the official 
mouthpiece of the Pope. How- 
ever, in that year Pius X re- 
placed it with the “Acts of the 
Apostolic See,” making the latter 
the official medium for the 
promulgation of papal letters, 
rescripts, allocations, decrees, 
decisions of the Sacred Congre- 
gations and bureaus, etc. Ac- 
cording to the Roman Catholic 
Canonical Laws, the decrees, let- 
ters, and so on, become law and 
bind Roman Catholics in con- 
science three months after they 
have been promulgated in the 
“Acts of the Apostolic See.” 


Question: My Roman Catholic 
neighbor often boasts to me that 
his church is the sole bulwark in 
this world against Communism, 
and he further adds that there 
are no communists within the 
rank and file of the Roman 
Church. Can this be true? 


Answer: Well, your Roman 
Catholic neighbor is wrong on 
both counts. The Roman Church 
has made many compromises 
with Iron Curtain countries in 
recent years. In Poland, for ex- 


ample, the Catholic cardinal 
(Wyszynski) and the Communist 
premier (Gomulka) are working 
almost hand in hand. 

As for the second point, Com- 
munism is rampant among the 
Roman Catholic workers of Italy. 
For proof we quote the following 
from the Catholic Universe Bul- 
letin of November 23, 1956: 

“Pope Pius XII said this week 
he is troubled by the fact that 
even though communism has am- 
ply proven it is evil, it still makes 
inroads among Italian workers. 

“Addressing 5,000 workers 
from Terni, 60 miles north of 
Rome, the Pope spoke in direct 
terms on the menace of commu- 
nism. 


“He told the workers: 


‘The enemy of the human 
race is one and is a multitude. 
Today it presents itself with 
a well-defined face and a well- 
known name. 

‘It is spread out on a wide 
front and fights without ruling 
out any means or sparing any 
blows. 

‘Either because of the ability 
with which it masks its tactics 
or conceals its strategy, or be- 
cause of the fear which it 
knows how to instill and the 
hopes which it raises, atheistic 
Marxism has penetrated among 
you and is now firmly en- 
trenched in its positions. 

‘Our heart is troubled and 
tears fill our eyes as we ask 
ourselves how it is possible 
that such acquiescence and ob- 
stinacy can still remain in a 
large part of the honest work- 
ing class . . . Do they want to 
remain the enemies of God, co- 
operating in this manner in 
worsening of the world’s 
chaos?’ ”

in her heart.” Thus, unconscious- 
ly, through the presence of Him 
who was the personification of 
“grace and truth,” she grew in 
grace into a mature Christian. 

Another graceful characteris- 
tic, demonstrated in later life as 
at the annunciation, was humility. 
Without envious complaint, evi- 
dently, she let Mary of Bethany 
enjoy more publicity and more 
commendation by Christ than she 
herself. On that last visit to Jeru- 
salem she was in the company of 
the “many women” who minister- 
ed unto Christ and His apostles. 
But she remained in the back- 
ground of the crowd. So humble 
was our Lord’s mother that, after 
His ascension, when the succes- 
sor to the abandoned apostolate 
of Judas was discussed, she did 
not utter a recorded voice of com- 
ment. 

The transcendent note of the 
conversation Mary had with the 
angel Gabriel was found in her 
submission to the will of God: 
“Behold the handmaid of the 
Lord; be it unto me according to 
thy word.” (Luke 1:38) Through 
pride and disobedience a once 
sinless woman, Eve, had opened 
the door for sin to enter this 
world; but through obedience and 
submission another woman, Mary, 
conceived in sin, became the chan- 
nel through which the Redeemer 
entered this world bringing sal- 
vation. 

The mother of our Lord disap- 
pears from the Bible scene in the 
upper room, where she was given 
to prayer and supplication and 
heart-searching as she prepared 
herself, in the company of the 
other disciples of Christ, for the 
coming day of Pentecost. It was 
fitting that she who had fulfilled 
her mission and ministry during 
the days of our Lord’s earthly pil- 
grimage should have no promi- 
nent part in the new dispensation 
of the Spirit inaugurated at the 
day of Pentecost. Silently Mary 
entered that dispensation and just 
as silently she lived and died 
amongst the multitude of primi- 
tive Christian saints. 

We can assume that Mary’s 
story about Christ was the chief 
source from which the evangelists 
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recorded the birth, childhood, and 
early ministry of our Lord. Some 
Bible scholars express the opinion 
that Luke brings out Mary’s ac- 
count of the birth of Christ while 
Matthew gives that of Joseph. A 
careful reading of the first two 
chapters of Luke bears out the 
plausibility of this assertion. 

We can imagine Dr. Luke, as 
he was contemplating his narra- 
tive, possibly during Paul’s im- 
prisonment in Caesarea when he 
would have the best time to ob- 
tain “perfect understanding of all 
things from the very first,” going 
to the apostle John’s home for an 
interview with Mary first of all. 
We can conclude that he would 
put down, almost verbatim, her 
account of Jesus’ birth and child- 
hood. How natural for the Lord’s 
mother to have said, as Luke took 
down notes, 

“While we were there... I 
brought forth my firstborn son, 
and wrapped Him in swaddling 
clothes, and laid Him in a manger 

. And all they that heard it 
wondered at those things which 
were told them by the shepherds. 
But I kept all these things, and 
pondered them in my heart.” 
(Luke 2:7, 18, 19)

we as Christians received 
from the mother of our Lord? She 
left one commandment for the 
Christian church, one that was 
given first to the servants at the 
marriage of Cana of Galilee, when 
she said: “‘Whatsoever He saith 
unto you, do it.” If we obey that 
commandment, searching the 
Scriptures to know what is the 
will of the Lord, we shall be as- 
sured of having the approval of 
Christ.

“My soul doth magnify the 
Lord, and my spirit hath rejoiced 
in God my Saviour. For He hath 
regarded the low estate of His 
handmaiden: for, behold, from 
henceforth all generations shall 
call me blessed. For He that is 
mighty hath done to me great 
things; and holy is His name,

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The Voice of Conscience, by 
Alfred M. Rehwinkel (Saint 
Louis, Concordia Publishing 
House, 1956; 189 pp., $2.75) 


A PRESENT-DAY survey of free- 

dom in the world, and in par- 
ticular freedom of conscience, re- 
veals not only a distribution that 
is more focal than diffuse but also 
an imminent jeopardy of that 
basic human right. It remains, in 
fact, an enigma of history that 
the present day, so far advanced 
in many avenues of human en- 
deavor, should be marked by a 
definite recession toward authori- 
tarianism. 


When, for the first time in his- 
tory, the right to freedom of 
conscience was guaranteed in the 
Constitution of the United States, 
it was but a legal recognition of 
an existent reality. The individu- 
alistic social pattern of the 
eighteenth century, when people 
owned the land from which they 
derived their living and were 
largely independent, was eclipsed 
by the industrial revolution, 
which produced an increasing 
cllectivization of society. The 
more recent exploitation of tech- 
nology demands an ever-expand- 
ing organization which cannot 
limit itself to the mere production 
and distribution of goods, but 
must perforce infiltrate deeply 
into every facet of our existence. 


Bound as we are in an extreme- 
ly complex relationship of de- 
pendence, economic and other- 
Wise, we find individualism 
diminishing to a rather negative 
element. On the other hand, 
strictly speaking, conscience is 
sentially individual and person- 
al, not bound to external authori- 
ty, but directly responsible to God 
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alone. Technical improvement, 
while adding a new gadget a day 
to our material welfare, is hope- 
lessly shackling our souls. There- 
fore Christians face the historical 
challenge of creating a _ social 
system in which integration for 
various purposes must not sup- 
plant individualism and its right 
to a personal relationship to God. 

In the whole spectrum of social- 
ly viable alternatives there is 
certainly one which is compatible 
with Christian freedom, because 
Christianity does not identify 
itself with any given social or eco- 
nomic order. At any turn in his- 
tory, when the tendency is de- 
cisively toward authoritarianism, 
both in society and in religion, a 
courageous restatement of the 
cause for freedom of conscience 
is timely and welcome. 


Suck A RESTATEMENT is done by 
Dr. Rehwinkel with the convic- 
tion that the present issue is “not 
merely an academic question on 
the periphery of our theology, 
but [that] it touches the very 
heart; and if the heart is un- 
sound, the whole body is sick.” 
(p. ix) The earnestness and com- 
petence of the author, professor 
of Christian ethics at Concordia 
Seminary, Saint Louis, Missouri, 
makes The Voice of Conscience a 
valid contribution toward a cor- 
rect understanding of the mean- 
ing and implications of this cor- 
nerstone of all other freedoms. 
The fruition of many years of 
teaching, the book shows a cer- 
tain scholastic flair in the selec- 
tion and treatment of subject 
matter. This orderliness and se- 
mantic precision is definitely an 
asset in a field which has suffered 
extensively from the confused 
verbiage of anthropologists and 


the picturesque but equivocal 
phraseology of Freud. While ad- 
mitting the difficulty of a com- 
prehensive and absolutely satis- 
factory definition of the term 
“conscience,” the author gives a 
working definition which for all 
practical purposes embraces its 
constituent elements: 


“Conscience is that faculty of 
man by which he distinguishes 
between the morally right and 
the morally wrong, which urges 
him to do that which he recog- 
nizes to be right and restrains 
him from doing that which he 
recognizes as wrong, which passes 
judgment on his acts and executes 
that judgment within his own 
soul.” (p. 6) Conscience bears 
witness of God’s laws, but “is not 
the voice of God in man; con- 
science is man’s own voice. Con- 
science is man himself speaking 
as a moral being to himself. God 
has placed this voice in man at his 
creation and man cannot rid him- 
self of it, even if he would. God 
Himself has ordained and fixed 
this monitor in man, to urge him 
to do what man knows to be 
right and restrain him from doing 
what he regards as wrong. Since 
God intended man to be a moral 
being, He endowed him with 
this moral faculty.” (p. 7) 


AVING GIVEN the Christian 

bearing on this issue, Dr. Reh- 
winkel makes a critical survey 
of the naturalistic theories con- 
cerning conscience. For positiv- 
ists and neo-positivists conscience 
is but a product of experience and 
environmental influence, both per- 
sonal and derived from customs 
and morals expressing the ex- 
perience of our predecessors. This 
same fundamental view with a 
super-added emphasis on the con- 
flict between personal experience 
and determination from outside 
influence is framed in the Freud- 
ian dualistic antagonism of the 
“ego” and the “superego.” The 
Marxist doctrine of dialectic ma- 
terialism has shifted the accent 
more on the relativistic side of 
morals, making of it a mere off- 
shoot of economic and social good, 
within the lifespan of a given 
historical setting. 

In the face of these bold claims 
and sweeping, but unwarranted, 
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conclusions, Dr. Rehwinkel 
points out two common draw- 
backs to these evolutionistic and 
relativistic views: 


“In the first place, they all fail 
to distinguish between social cus- 
toms and mores and the basic 
universal Moral Law found in all 
men. Social customs and mores 
differ from race to race and peo- 
ple to people, but the basic Moral 
Law is universal in all men. The 
problem is to account for the 
origin of this basic Moral Law. 
But even the origin of the peculiar 
social customs and taboos found 
among the various races of man- 
kind is not as simple as these 
speculations would indicate. 


“In the second place, they do 
not explain how it was possible 
for man to become conscious of 
the morally right and wrong or 
how the concept of morality could 
originate in man if original man 
was altogether amoral. The dif- 
ference between being moral and 
amoral is not merely a matter of 
degree and therefore of develop- 
ment, but it is distinctly a differ- 
ence in kind. Morality in its very 
essence implies freedom. Man is 
a free, self-determining moral 
personality and not governed in 
his moral conduct by the law of 
necessity. But how could man 
emerge a free moral personality 
out of an unfree condition 
through an evolutionary process 
which in its very nature is un- 
free and solely governed by the 
law of necessity?” (p. 18) 


Furthermore, Dr. Rehwinkel 
substantiates the existence of a 
basic Moral Law, unchangeable 
and common to all mankind, with 
documents derived from the his- 
tory of different civilizations. 
Documents as early as the Book 
of the Dead of ancient Egypt are 
called to task. In this survey 
sweeping through centuries and 
continents, he quotes extensively 
from the Vedas of the Hindus to 
the moral contentions contained 
in the pathos of Greek tragedy. 
Cicero, as the more systematic 
and progressed moralist, is given 
a special place. A synopsis of mor- 
al law as codified in Biblical 
literature winds up this thorough 
and devastating critique of evolu- 
tionary morality. 
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[Is CHAPTERS four to seven, the 
mechanics of conscience are 
dissected and analyzed. Morbid, 
perverted and neurotic consci- 
ences are also reviewed with com- 
petence and theological balance. 
Speaking of an erring conscience, 
the author puts the emphasis on 
the consequences of original sin. 
The disharmony thus introduced 
“explains why two people may 
take opposite sides in a moral 
issue. The difference arises from 
the difference in the moral en- 
lightenment of the two men. Con- 
science, like other faculties of the 
soul, has deteriorated under the 
influence of sin.” (pp. 72, 73) 


A short treatment is also given 
to collective or social coriscience. 
This collective conscience, result- 
ing from the summation of in- 
dividual consciences, calls for a 
strong, leavening action on the 
part of the Christian minority. 

Coming to the gist of the book, 
Dr. Rehwinkel properly frames 
the meaning and extent of free- 
dom of conscience. This free- 
dom “means that in matters of 
religious and moral obligation 
toward God the individual consci- 
ence itself remains sovereign and 
cannot be restricted or coerced 
by any kind of imposed human 
authority. This means that in the 
spiritual realm conscience is su- 
preme and is not subject either 
to the church or to the state.” (p. 
116) 

However, this freedom is 
meant only in relation to human 
interference, because “before God 
there is no freedom of conscience. 
Before God no one is free to ac- 
cept error in place of His revealed 
truth, and no one is free not to 
worship Him. All men are sub- 
ject to His absolute authority, 
and He demands of all men that 
they acknowledge and worship 
Him ... Before God, freedom 
of religion or freedom of consci- 
ence can never mean freedom 
from religion or freedom from 
moral obligations.” (p. 117) 


HE AUTHOR demonstrates how 

the foundations of this basic 
human right are to be found by 
inference from the nature of man 
and from revelation. Even though 
there are no specific Scriptural 
passages supporting freedom of 


conscience, there are many refé¢ 

ences which unmistakably imply 
it. Acts 4:19 and 5:29, Roman

Communism, as an organize 
political system embodying the 
theoretical premises of dialectic 
materialism, is in its essence di. 
ametrically opposed to all forms 
of individual freedom, and in par. 
ticular to any religious freedom, 
Roman Catholicism, in its claim 
of possessing the whole truth and 
the only key to salvation, asserts 
its authority over man not only 
in time but also through eternity, 


Regarding herself as the only 
true church on earth, the Roma 
Church offers no alternative for 
salvation; consequently, no free 
dom of conscience can be allowed 
as this would mean toleration of 
error. Since truth is not compate 
ble with error, the latter must he 
stamped out with every mean 
available, including the power @ 
the state. In twenty-seven heavy 
ly documented pages Dr. Reb 
winkel quotes extensively from 
papal documents and original Re 
man Catholic publications to show 
how this Catholic line has remain 
ed unchanged through the centur- 
ies. He takes issue in particular 
with Ryan and Millar’s The State 
and the Church, because it is the 
official textbook of Catholic cob 
leges in this country. 

Rating the Roman Catholic 
Church second only to world Com- 
munism in her menace to freedom 
of conscience, the author com 
cludes that “the Catholic Chureh, 
despite the fact that it is stil 
outnumbered by non-Catholics it 
the United States, is today the 
greatest single force in Americal 
life outside of the government it 
self.” (p. 135)

ed feelings that such ominous 
prospects arouse in every one of 
us. 


0 REVIEW of this book should 
close, however, without refer- 
ence to one proposition to which 
this reviewer takes vigorous ex- 
ception. It is discussed in chap- 
ter eight. Here Dr. Rehwinkel 
advocates the revival of the 
confessional as a means for 
providing the individual with an 
opportunity to unload a guilty 
conscience. The proviso is made 
that no sacramental value should 
be attached to such an institution 
and that only psychological relief 
is given to the stricken conscience. 
Reasonable as this may sound, 
the wisdom of using a word 
which carries with it such a defi- 
nite and unpleasant connotation 
is seriously questioned. The con- 
fessional has always been identi- 
fied with restraint of freedom of 
conscience and with clerical dom- 
ination. In spite of the altruism 
of the suggestion, it would be a 
broad steppingstone back to the 








type of abuses that exist and have 
for centuries existed in the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. However, 
if the author means simply that 
the Protestant minister should 
give counsel and afford psycho- 
logical relief, then a better set 
of terms should be used, lest 
any unfortunate misunderstand- 
ing arise. 

We do not mean to minimize or 
ignore the problem. It is perhaps 
one of the greatest demanding the 
attention and resources of the 
minister today, and in many cases 
it is not being solved properly. 
But the cause of freedom of con- 
science has nothing to gain and 
everything to lose if the practice 
of the confessional should be re- 
sumed. To say the least, it would 
be a moral defeat and a forfeiture 
of part of the Reformation patri- 
mony. 

Apart from the foregoing, The 
Voice of Conscience, written with 
a philosophical mind, is an ex- 
cellent stimulus to reflection and, 
it is to be hoped, to decision.

Washington Was Not 
a Catholic 


Dear Dr. Montajio: 


I have been much interested in 
your leading editorial in the CON- 
VERTED CATHOLIC for May cap- 
tioned “Was Washington a Cath- 
olic?” Being a great admirer of 
George Washington, the man of 
“firsts,” and being quite familiar 
with the facts pertaining to his 
remarkable and inspiring life 
record, I am simply astonished 
that any reputable magazine or 
newspaper in these United States 
of America should strongly in- 
sinuate that George Washington 
died a Roman Catholic. 

George Washington early in 
life became a member of the Epis- 
copal Church and right after 
reaching his majority became a 
Master Mason in Fredericksburg 
Lodge No. 4, at Fredericksburg, 
Virginia. George Washington 
later also affiliated with Alexan- 
dria Lodge No. 22, at Alexandria, 
Virginia, and was its Master at 
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the time he was inaugurated 
President of the United States on 
April 30, 1789. Throughout his 
long and busy career he. led an 
active Masonic life. 


On September 18, 1793, Wash- 
ington, first President of the 
United States, acting as Grand 
Master pro tempore laid the 
cornerstone of the Capitol of the 
U.S. at Washington, D.C., under 
Masonic auspices. 

Washington died on the 14th of 
December, 1799. On Wednesday, 
December 18, his funeral was con- 
ducted with Masonic services. 
Fifty-six members of Alexandria 
Lodge, fifteen of Brook Lodge, 
and a delegation from Federal 
City Lodge participated in the 
funeral. All of the pallbearers 
were Masons and with one ex- 
ception all of them were members 
of Alexandria Lodge. Rev. Thom- 
as Davis, rector of Christ Church, 
Alexandria, officiated at the 
funeral, and the Masonic services, 
which concluded the ceremonies, 
were conducted by Dr. Elisha Cul- 
len Dick, Master of Alexandria 
Lodge, aided by Rev. James 
Muir, its Chaplain. 

Joseph Dillanay Sawyer, in 
his scholarly life of Washington, 
said: “Washington was a Mason 
in every fibre of his being; 
he thought Masonry, practiced 
Masonry, lived Masonry, in every 
important act of his life, and at 
the end his mortal remains were 
interred with appropriate Mason- 
ic ceremonies.” 

There is nothing of record that 
even suggests that George Wash-

life repudiated his Masonry of 
severed his lifelong membe 
in the Episcopal Church.

The New York Times of last 
Friday or Saturday (May 24-25) 
published an article concerning 
your editcrial about the delay on 
the school bill by the Connecticut 
legislature. According to the 
Times your editorial states in 
effect that “the Republican party 
demonstrated its iron-clad de- 
termination that children attend- 
ing Catholic schools shall be de- 
prived of measures which are the 
right of all children.” 

Iam writing this letter because 
I deeply resent the misrepre- 
sentation on your part that the 
Republican party, or anyone else 
for that matter, is trying to de- 
prive Roman Catholic children of 
safety measures by refusing to be 
cajoled, intimidated, threatened 
with reprisals at the polls, or in 
any other way forced against 
their wills to vote for a bill which 
they do not believe to be in the 
best interests of their state. 

It is the Roman Catholic 
Church which is being unreason- 
able in not properly placing be- 
fore their people the simple fact 
that they are seeking special legis- 
lation for their own very special 
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purposes, and in my own personal 
opinion, that such special pur- 
poses are not in the best interests 
of the state. The state exists for 
the benefit of all—not special 
power groups. 

If other people were to follow 
your line of reasoning, the Pres- 
byterians, Methodists, Lutherans, 
and others would also build their 
special schools and then expect 
the state to help support them. In 
fact, I can even visualize the Re- 
publicans building their own 
special schools so their children 
wouldn’t have to attend the same 
schools with Democrats, and then 
expect the state to help pay for 
their transportation and other 
safety measures you claim the Ro- 
man Catholic children are being 
deprived of.

John Courtney Murray, S.J.: “The 
strictness of traditional Catholic doc- 
trine in regard to sexual lust appalls 
the libertarian; the laxness of many 
Catholic governments in the same re- 
gard equally appalls the Puritan. In 
1517 the number of prostitutes in the 
city of Rome considerably surpassed 
the number of married women. And 
in 1592, under a Pope of formidable 
strictness, Sixtus V, there were more 
than 9,000 prostitutes amid a popu- 
lation of 70,000. This was in the cap- 
ital of the papal states. The figures 
are not indeed edifying; but perhaps 
they are interesting, not least when 
one considers that during the same 
era the newly constituted Index of 
Forbidden Books was being used 
with extreme severity by successive 
Pontiffs (Paul IV, Pius IV, Pius V) 
against heretical propaganda. To this 
day the Italian who is merely amused 
by the obscene pasquinade is deeply 
offended by the earnest inanities of a 
Baptist minister from Texas.” (The

The Case Against 
Single Blessedness 


Msgr. John Cavanagh: “You have 
read several times in recent issues 
of this paper discussions about the 
possibility of married deacons. We 
have found that some of our readers 
are still quite puzzled by this, to 
them, a _ revolutionary and even 
shocking idea. 

“First of all it is nothing to be 
shocked at. Celibacy has been prac- 
ticed by the clergy for many cen- 
turies, it is true; but the idea, 
though it embodies fundamental 
principles of the spiritual life, is not 
a matter of faith. It is, on the con- 
trary, a matter of discipline. There 
have been married priests in the 
past, and there are married priests 
now among Eastern Rites. Of course 
there is nothing shocking, then, 
about married deacons. 

“Nor is there, secondly, anything 
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really revolutionary about the idea 
of married deacons. The existence of 
such an order would, in fact, be a 
return to the usage of the early 
Church, the opposite of revolution- 
ary. It so happens that in modern 
times the deacon has lost his earlier 
importance. Once this office was piv- 
otal in Church administration. The 
deacon played an important part in 
assisting Bishops and even the Pope. 
In fact, the College of the Cardinals 
is itself a development of the dia- 
conate. This, and several other inter- 
esting bits of information, we 
gleaned from a recent article in The 
Priest, by Father Henkey ...a 
refugee diocesan priest from Hun- 
gary, now teaching at the University 
of Notre Dame. His article makes it 
clear that this topic, which is so new 
te us, is somewhat old hat abroad.”

Fr. Joseph H. Fichter, S.J., of the 
University of Notre Dame: “Parish 
priests often say that Catholic college 
graduates fail to participate in the 
programs and activities of their par- 
ish. Educated lay persons say that 
there is nothing interesting or stimu- 
lating for them to do in the parish. 
Studies have shown that the less- 
educated Catholics are more parochi- 
al-minded than the educated; and 
also that college alumni are even less 
cooperative than alumnae. Yet pas- 
tors urge girls to go to Catholic Col- 
leges and parents often make great 
sacrifices to send them there. But is 
all of this time, trouble, counsel and 
expense to be lost for the work of 
the Church in the parishes? ... 

“Now the Catholic Church, and 
particularly the parish, does not offer 
opportunities for upward mobility. 
From the point of view of status, the 
doors are closed to the laity. It is 
the clergy who have the positions of 
prestige, it is the clergy who per- 
form the status-bearing roles of the 


religious group. The layman 
a subordinate and the laywoman 
be a handmaiden.
